F erncy's brother Edward ’‘Ted” Feeney, lormer city chair 
ma n. a ccepted the nomination on behalf of the csndida te. who

With 26 billion paper checks written 
each year—500 million a week—and 
the number increasing to 54 billion by 
1985, or more than 1 billion a week, 
the Federal Gov ernment is about to 
start a test of checkless pay by elec­ 
tronic means in the hope of eliminating, 
or 
drastically 
reducing 
the 
paper 
checks and the paper work to a min­ 
imum. 


The test will be made up of make 
believ e electronic pay checks for 20.000 
Air Force personnel ov er two pay 
periods this fall. The Air Force will 
put on a single magnetic tape the 
amount of pay and other pay check 
information for participating personnel. 
The tape will be sent to a district 
Federal Reserv e Bank. In turn, the 


bank will sort the pay check informa­ 


tion and deliv er it to the indiv idual 


commercial banks where the personnel 


hav e their accounts. The commercial 


banks will use the electronically sorted 


information to simulate pay deposits 
to the accounts of the personnel. 


If successful, the Federal Gov ern­ 
ment may ev entually pay all its person­ 
nel by electronic means. It would re­ 
duce the ov erall cost of making pay­ 
ments. prev ent the check v olume from 
becoming so large as to clog and dis­ 
rupt the nation s payment system, and 
ev entually lead to nearly all electronic 
banking, with families making elec- 
romc payments and deposits from their 
homes.
